The Commission for this County was opened on Saturday, the second day of March 
One thousand eight hundred and Thirty-three, at Twelve o’clock at Noon (the day and hour 
appointed for that purpose) by the Lord Chief Justice; and after the swearing of the Grand 
Jury, the Court immediately proceeded on the Criminal business, and continued to sit till 
Five o’clock in the Evening, when the Court adjourned till Monday Morning, at Ten o’clock: 
the Court accordingly sat at that hour, and continued sitting till Six o’clock in the Evening, 
and so continued to sit, and adjourn about the same hours on Tuesday, Wednesday, Thurs- 
day, Friday; and on Saturday the Court sat at Ten o’clock in the Morning, and continued 
to sit till about Two o’clock in the Afternoon, when the Assizeshaving terminated, the Lord 
Chief Justice left Town for Armagh. The Honourable Baron Sir William Cusack Smith, 
who presided in the Civil Court, having on Wednesday, the fourth day of the Assizes, taken 
the Bench some time before, and disposed of some Civil business, commenced Criminal 
business about Twelve o’clock at Noon on that day, and the last Trial before him on that 
day terminated at Seven o’clock in the Evening, about 16 or 17 Prisoners being tried; the 
Jury retired to consider their Verdict in one case, and in a short time after, the Court 
adjourned during pleasure, for the accommodation of the Jury: the Court resumed about 
Eleven o’clock that Night, in order to receive the Verdict of the Jury, in case they agreed ; 
but they not having agreed to a Verdict, the Court adjourned till the following Morning at 
Ten o’clock, at which hour the Court sat, and the Jury, which had remained in their Jury- 
room during the night, were called into Court, and they not having agreed in a Verdict, were 
sent back to their Jury-room. Baron Smith then commenced taking the Grand Jury Pre- 
sentments, and having finished that business, left town for Armagh, leaving the said Jury to 
be disposed of by the Lord Chief Justice, which Jury his Lordship discharged the same day. 
I take the liberty of stating, that it is not the practice, nor did I take any note or memo- 
randum in writing of the Hours of commencing or terminating Business during the Assizes, 
and therefore the foregoing detail is from memory only.

The Time appointed for opening the Commission in this County was Ten 0 clock in 
the Forenoon of Tuesday the 12th of March last, shortly after which hour the Commission 
was read, and the Criminal business ucluallycommenced.and was proceeded with ; and during 
the holding of the Assises, which continued until the Evening oi Monday die l8lh, the 
business on each da, (with one exception, not exceeding three quarters of an hour, and 
arising from the indisposition of the Lord Chief Justice) commenced belore hah-pas Ten 
"do! in the Morning, and the Court generally adjourned about the hour of Six oclock 
in the Evening; on the third day the Court continued sitting until between Eight and Nine 
oVlock, in order to ascertain the- practicability of concluding the Business of the Assises 
within the time originally contemplated, and to receive the Verdict of a Jury, which in the 
course of the da, had been charged in a case of Murder. ^ Clerk Crown.
